His  apfiaralu^ 
for  producing  the  required  q'lantily  of  elee- 
tiici'y  fur  so  great  a  mass  of  metal  proved  in- 
siiffnieiit,  and  it  became  necciwary  to  procure 
a  lar<rer  one.  For.  that  purpose  he  went  to 
Binghamton,  N.  Y.,  where  he  procun-d  a  pow- 
erful magneto-elect rie  machine  from  Hon. 
John  A.  Collier.  President  of  the  magneto- 
eleitric  Company  of  >iew  York,  with  which 
he  is  now  about  to  make  the  interesting  ex- 
periment at  the  fu  naces  of  the  above  com- 
pany. The.«e  machines  are  used  for  eleclro- 
lypiiig.  for  producing  the  most  iIlte^.se  electric 
light,  which  peiietrates  through  fogs,  ami  can 
be  u-ed  also  for  submarine  purpo.«es;  for  the 
«ucee.s,-i(ul  decomposition  of  water,  the  produc- 
tion of  hydrogen  aud  oxygen,  for  the  smeiiiii" 
of  all  kinds  of  ores,  for  the  maaufacinre  of 
iron  and  steel,  an<I  MUinerous  other  purposes. 
These  machines,  driven  by  steam  power,  are 
of  very  simple  construction,  devoid  of  eom- 
plexity,  and  uot  liable  to  wear  aud  derange- 
ment. 

The  emploVmf  nt  of  electricity  in  the  mann- 
faciute  of  iron  is  one  of  great  interest,  and  the 
result  of  these  experiments  will  be  anxiously 
looked  for.

The  battls  just  past  on  the  banks  of  the 
Tennessee,  has  been  by  far  the  bloodie-rt  ev»  r 
fought  in  America.  Four  thou-sancl  dead  men 
cover  the  contested  field,  and  ateaniers  one 
week  ago  loaded  with  thettneat  bodyof  troops 
in  the  world,  now  hold  a  population  of 
mangled  beings  whose  piteous  groans  are  evtr 
heard  in  dny  time  and  coustaully  sitrtle  the 
sleeper  at  night. 

Near  by  re.<ls  the  gallant  army,  panting 
from  its  late  txj.-rtion  and  gathering  vigor  for 
that  other  great  struggle  now  near.  Eiirht 
weeks  or  more  two  imincn.<e  forces,  the  flower 
of  the  West  and  the  South,  have  lain  close 
together,  so  near  that  their  pickets  constantly 
meU  Bcaurogard.  who  built  his  nume  on  the 
rout  of  a  Cnion  army  at  Mana««,s  Sydaey 
Johnston,  Bragg  of  p'eii.-acola,  Breckinriiige, 
Polk,  and  the  Lading  military  taletl  of  the  re- 
bellion, headed  the  Confederate  nmsse.s,  while 
iipposed  to  them  was  the  noble  army  t#f  Don- 
elson,  under  its  tried  leaders  and  the  fresh 
troops  from  Illinois,  Iowa,  Ohio,  Indiana.  Kcn- 
tuckv  and  Missouri,  who  were  eager  to  win 
names  as  their  brothers  had  done.  General 
Grant ,  al'T?ady  wel  known  to  the  people,  was 
Commander-iu-ChieC 

Gen.  Smith,  the  old  veteran  of  forty  years' 
i^gular  service,  Generals  McCleniand,  Wal- 
lace, Sherman,  Huribut.  Prentiss  and  Smith; 
with  host  of  other  gallant  oft^(;er^  were  there. 
For  weeks  pruparationa  bar!  gone  steadily  for- 
ward, and  the  blow  was  nearly  ready  to  tall.— 
Buell  was  advancing  rapidly,  while  Nelson's 
divWon  was  only  a  few  houre  away.  Perhaps 
this  knowledfje"  served  to  aiake  the  Federal 
Generals  less  cautious,  for  it  ia  diEBcult  as  yet 
to  see  how  they  could  be  so  completely  sur 
prised.  For  days  the  enemy  had  given  symp- 
toms of  attacking;  scouting  panics  were  cm- 
stanly  coming  nearer,  wbiU.  spies  told  of  secret 
preparations  in  Hie  enemy's  camp,  and  large 
reinforcements  arriving.  Under  such  Lircum- 
stances  extreme  vigilance  l>y  those  (ieiierals 
holding  the  advanced  fiesta  would  Kcem  iiec- 
essarv,  and  precautions  taken  tlial  would  at 
least'tell  when  a  body  of  eiglily  thousand  men 
were  approaching,  iluid-ciis  a.-i:  uow  not 
sparing  in  giving  Idamc:  but  whether  ju.<tly. 
and  on  whose  shoulders  il  tJiould  rest  a  short 
time  will  determine. 

Sunday  morning,  early,  a,  few  stragjlers  in 
♦he  wo«<ls  away  from  thrir  foremost  position, 
saw  rebel  prowlers  suspi'-iou-^ly  tliick  among 
the  trees  and  closer  than  they  hud  ever  before 
approached.  Gen.  Prentiss,  commanding  a  di- 
vision on  the  left  wing,  immediately  sent  out 
to  rec(.n:i  it  e,  two  companies  of  the  Twenty- 
fiflh  Misi=ouri  cavalry.  Hardly  had  these  gone 
three  hundred  yards  when  they  met  a  tiody  of 
the  enemy;  an  exchange  of  shots  took  place, 
und  immediately,  trom  every  quarter,  gwanned 
forth  dense  columns  of  men. 

The  woods  were  Ihroiiged  with  them— one 
8hout,caught  up  by  thousands  farther  back,Bnd 
they  rushed  toward  our  camp.  'I'he  cavalry 
fl-'d  quickly,  but  the  alarm  had  reached  the 
troo-,-.  'I'iie  long  roll  beat  to  arms — every 
tent' poured  forth  its  inmates,  and  while  yet 
forming  in  line  there  came  one  solitary  report 
of  a  rifle,  then  a  storm  of  muakcti-y  poured 
upoH  the  ranks,  ai,d  the  euemy — a  wide,  dark 
mass  of  riflemen — pressed  steadily  foiward. — 
With  the  river  for  a  base,  our  camps  formed 
a  half  circle,  and  on  the  lefl  wing.  General 
Preuti.<ss  position,  the  Toe  fell  fast  Scarcely 
formed  in  ranks,  attacked  by  overwhelming 
number?,  the  troops  returned  a  volley  that  lor 
a  monteut  staggered  the  enemy's  advance,  and 
sent  hundreds  to  the  ground.  Keinforeements 
ponred  from  the  woods  Aeolitary  cannon  in 
ambush  sent  a  charjre  of  canister  among  tiie 
little  struggling  body  of  Union  troopa.  and 
with  a  crash  like  thunder  heavy  guns  and  mus- 
ketry opened  Irom  every  side.  Our  own  ar- 
tillery was  wheeled  rapidly  to  posiiioa.  Fast 
as  the  gunners  could  load  they  fired,  and  the 
loud  notes  of  command  were  barely  audilile 
above  the  heavy  cannonading.  For  twenty 
minutes  not  a  lull  of  a  second  occurred  in  tbe 
terrible  fire.     Men  fell  by  dozens  in  the  rebel 


General  Grant  rode  from  point  to  paint,  di- 
recting niovemeBts  and  cheering  the  men;  but 
groups  of  individuals,  cowards,  the  only  my.^ 
tery  of  whose  life  is  that  ihey  ever  became  sol- 
diers, were  rushing  around  spreading  absurd 
rumors,  and  by  their  causeless  flipht  throwing 
whole  regiments  into  panic.  When  told  to 
stand  firm  they  did  directly  the  opposite,  and 
came  near  being  shelled,  from  necessity,  into 
obedience  Every  ofiBcer  stood  gallantly  at 
his  post,  and  the  loud  words  of  command  were 
heard  above  the  noise  of  coi^flict  as  they  cheer- 
ed their  men  onward. 

At  ten  o'clock  the  enemy  bad  driven  ns 
back  a  short  distance,  and  the  battle  for  a  half 
hour  became  more  one  of  artillery.  General 
Haribut's  divi.sion  supported  the  centre. 

Our  lines  had  contracted  and  were  less  open 
to  flanking  movements,  yet  fearfully  exposed 
to  the  steady  fire  of  the  enemy.  Each  division 
defended  itself  as  in  turn  attacked,  sometimes 
driving,  and  more  frequently  being  driven. — 
The  i-osue  seemed  doubtful,  and  there  were 
thousands  of  de  paiiinjj  hearts  in  the  Union 
armv  ns  thev  fought,  with  a  full  knowledge  at 
laat'of  the 'fearful  oddg  against  them.  One 
moment  victory  seemed  oul•^  the  next  it  had 
fled,  and  ruin  .seemed  settling  on  the  flag  that 


5nset  wiih  firmness  and  courage.  Regularly  ,  into  confusion.  It  was  fast  becoiniBg  a  rout 
tbev  fired  each  volley,  instaatly  they  obeyed  when  rebel  roiuforcemeBts  arrived,  and  iipaju 
everv  order,  and  their  unbroken  ranks  checked  i  luruine,  our  troops  were  for  a  moment  obliged 
the  foe.  By  hundreds  they  fell,  and  there  were  \  to  give  way.  Hardly,  however,  had  they  be- 
none  to  fill  the  gaps,  while  the  rebel  column  j  gan  to  see  the  udvantagt  when  they  found 
erew  stronper  and  bolder  aa  their  reinforce-  themselves  flanked  by  Gen.  Buell  s  armj,  and 
menta  came  shouting  on.

short  time  the  struggle  was  severe  and  with 
varying  results,  but  ag.^in  the  balUiries  were 
successfully  brought  to  bear,  and  as  the  canis- 
ter swept  among  them  the  rebels  staggered, 
retreated,  made  a  stand,  and  then,  by  iinother 
masterly  movement,  extricated  themselves  and 
became  the  assailants. 

This  was  but  momentary.  The  Uiiien  troops 
were  now  confident  of  victory.  Li  excellent 
order  they  obeyed  their  cowKiaudcrs.  Or.ce 
more  a  portion  of  them  flanked  the  rebels  and 
the  latter  retieated.  In  this  manner,  rfowly 
giving  back  the  ground  they  had  gained,  the 
battle  continued  until  four  ./clock,  when  the 
retreat  became  rapid  und  soon  assumed  some- 
what the  character  of  a  rout.  The  Union 
forcea  were  loo  tired  to  pursue  effectually,  but 
bodies  of  cavalry  followed,  i-nd  did  considera- 
ble execution.  At  a  distance  of  eight  miles 
from  Pittsburg,  the  Confederates,  after  cro.ss- 
ing  a  Rtirsam,  destroyed  the  bridge,  and  thus, 
for  a  time,  stopped  pursuit  They  succeeded 
in  carrying  off  two  thousand  prisoners,  and 
latest  reports  say  thi  y  intend  to  make  a  stand 
at  once;  but  where  it  is  iiiipoasitile  lo  tell.

Though  gallant 
the  re.sista  ce,  slewly  and  surely  at  length  the 
foe  gained  crouud,  and  General  Prenti?s'  di- 
vision was  be.iten  back  only  lo  ral.y  again, 
and  then,  as  the  enemy,  more  numerous  than 
before,  pressed  them,  retreat  in  cenfttsion. — 
The  rebel  army  followed,  gaining  a  position 
among  our  tcnt«,  and  soon  eaclosing  a  portien 
of  the  exhausted  soldiers  who  had  borne  up 
80  well.  They  were  taken  prisoners,  their 
leader  amonj;  them.  General  Sherman's  di- 
vision which  had  been  attacked  room  after  that 
of  Gen.  Prentiss',  was  now  hotly  engaged, 
while  from  every  side  except  the  extreme  right, 
a»«ailaiU8  appeared.    It  was  no  longer  regular

It  wa."*  evident  they  were  staking  their  all 
on  the  ir*ue,  and  B<'Huregard  was  endeavoring 
to  overwhelm  the  Union  army  before  il  could 
be  reinforced.  Noon  ctme  and  passed;  not  a 
ilrop  of  water  or  morsel  of  food  passed  tht 
parched  lips  of  the  combatants.  A  heavy  at- 
mojphere  drove  the  dense  volumes  of  smoke 
downwards,  until  it  was  stifling.  Not  a  pause 
occurred  and  the  battle  raged  furiously  as  ev- 
er.  At  length,  a  couple  of  regiments  in  beinp 
led  to  a  chaiKe  became  panic  stricken,  end 
fled.  A  few  others  followed  their  example. — 
The  foe  saw  their  advantage  and  improved  it 
Their  artillery  took  favwrable  posilions,  the 
position  of  the  foree  engaging  our  right  wing 
was  increaseO,  all  m»  ved  so  as  to  turn  ihe 
flanks  of  Gen.  McC lei  Hand's  division,  and  to 
•ave  his  command  from  capture  he  had  to  re- 
treat. Inilaiices  of  individual  daring  were 
numerrms.  A  color  bearer  in  thw  S«veiiieentli 
Kentucky  regiment  was  struck  down  by  a  can- 
non ball,  and  a  rebel  officer  seizing  the  fing 
was  bearing  it  away  wiien  n  private  from  thr 
Severleenth  res  led  back,  stuck  his  bayonet 
into  the  body  of  the  offne  ,  and  grasping  the 
ensign,  rejoinod  his  companions,  but  when 
reaching  the  rnuks  fell  dead,  having  received 
three  balls  A  young  cavalry  ofticer,  after 
iwice  ridinif  for  hundreds  of  yards  exposed  to 
the  enemy's  most  destructive  fire,  and  deliver- 
ing his  orders  safely,  while  makinjf  a  third  at- 
tfh.pt,  was  ."truck  on  the  shoulder  by  a  pass- 
ing shell,  which  exploded  on  the  instant,  tear- 
ing his  body  to  pieces. 

Colonel  Sweeny,  Acting  Brigadier  General, 
remained  on  tie  field  all  day.  although  he  had 
received  three  wounds,  two  of  which  were  in 
his  only  remaining  arm,  he  having  lost  one  in 
Mexico. 

Colonel  McHenry,  of  the  Seventeenth  Ken- 
lucky,  was  wounded  while  gallantly  leading 
his  men  to  a  charge. 

About  the  midd'e  of  the  afternoon  General 
Nelson's  division  app<>ared  on  the  opposite 
bar:k,  and  knowing  how  ditninished  their 
chances  of  success  would  bc  should  he  succeed 
in  reinforcing  General  Grant's  army,  the  rebels 
pressed  their  attack  with  renewed  fury.  But 
the  knowledge  of  aid  near  at  hand  gave  fresh 
vigor  to  the  exhausted  army  and  confidence 
to  those  that  had  been  panic  stricken.  Sol 
<liers  fell  rapidly  iato  rank,  the  confused  mass 
became  again  an  effective  array,  and  with  a 
cheer  the  troops  met  the  fresh  troops  of  the 
enemy,  and    repulsed    ihem.     The  gunboats 


that  the  extent  of  the  victory,  and  probabili 
ties  of  anoth.  r  battle  there  soon,  are  not  yet 
known.  The  number  of  killed  is  immense,  a-d 
fio  II  the  best  meamj  of  judging  is  fifteen  hun- 
dred on  tbe  Federal  side,  and  twice  the  num- 
ber of  rebels.  The  total  of  our  killed,  wound- 
ed and  miasiug  ia  lea  thousand.  On  the  field 
of  battle,  six  miles  in  extent,  it  is  estimated 
there  were  on  Tuesday  aver  three  thousand 
dead  and  eight  thousand  wounded.  The  scene 
was  terrible,  muiilated.  dihA^ured  beings 
crawling  around,  begging  for  attention,  and 
covered  with  blood  and  dirt.  The  wounded 
had  to  lie  exposed  on  the  field  during  one  of 
the  »evcre,»l  storms  of  the  season. 

Active  mea-sures  are  bcintr  taken  to  remove 
the  killed  and  wounded.  The  rebel  force,  is 
thought  to  have  been  eighty  thousand.  In  at- 
tacking, Beauregard  commanded  the  centre. 
.Johnston  the  right,  and  Polk  the  left,  the 
rebeU  outnumbering  our  troops  two  to  one.

Armj  Correspondence. 

The  following  letter  was  received  by  our 
fcllow-citizen,  John  Edert,from  one  who  form- 
erly resided  here,  and  was  a  member  of  Capt. 
Acker's  company,  and  participated  in  the  bat- 
tle of  Pittsburg.  It  will  be  read  with  interest 
by  "  Billy ".s"  many  friends  and  acquaintances. 
A  sentence  omitted  near  the  end  of  the  let- 
ter, contains  new.s,  the  publication  of  which  is 
prohibited  by  the  War  Department. 

Battle  Gkoino  NtAR  I'ittsbubo  Lakoiko, 
April  10,  1862. 

Dear  Friend:  1  rereived  your  welcome  let- 
ter in  February,  at  Ureen  Uiver,  which  pleased 
me  verv  mncli!  I  would  have  writ;en  sooner, 
but  being  on  a  inarch  ilay  after  day  1  was  pa-- 
vented.  We  have  driven  the  enemy  from 
Bowling  Green  to  Nashvillej  and  from  there 
to  Mississippi. 

As  Gan.  Graat  was  on  the  advance,  he  was 
here  belorc  any  sign  of  a  "ebel  was  to  be  seen. 
He  was  attacked  by  them  ou  Sucday  last,  the 
%*h  of  this  mouth.  They  enteied  his  canp 
uu  Icr  the  'stars  and  stripes,"  wliich  of  course 
gave  no  s,u.spieion.  This  gave  great  surprise 
when  llicy  conmienccd  firing  ou  them.  The 
L'niou  V^oops  were  drove  in  every  direction, 
aad  wouhl  have  lust  the  day  had  we  not  come 
in  time  to  reiufoicu  General  Grant  and  his  di 
vision. 

The  fight  commenced  on  Sunday  and  lasted 
until  .Moudav  night.  We  look  the  centre  of 
the  whole  line  and  fought  very  hard  from 
moruing  uutil  night  Then  the  enemy  retreat- 
ed, with  our  cavalry  after  them;  burning  their 
baggage  train  behind  them.  1  could  not  give 
a  true  •taiemcnt  of  thj  detid  and  wounded, 
but  they  were  numerous.  Ten  re'»eU  to  one 
Union  man  lay  dead  on  the  ground.  The  field 
is  sown  for  about  five  miles  with  dead  bodies. 
of  both  horses  und  men.  Mnles,  wai-ous  and 
artillery  pieces,  lay  scattered  through  the  forest 
of  Tcnnc.viee.  .NeVi.r  in  my  life, did  1  witiicv! 
a  more  horrible  ^cene  than  thus.  Men  of  both 
parties  lay  wounded  en  the  ground,  groaning 
and  crying  in  a  leirible  manner. 

Our  regiment  lost  a  few  men.  ('apt.  Acker 
fell  at  our  leTt.  on  tli«'  commeneeinent  of  the 
buttle,  t.'hurle.-.  Ken:.-dy  !;  ft  the  rc;,;iinent  at 
the  commeucemeni,  uimI  I  did  not  see  him  un- 
til the  fight  was  oV' r.  He  i»  still  alive  and 
unhurt.  A  Li<  utenaiit  of  Gonipany  G.  was 
killed  Some  forty  men  were  wounletl.  The 
rebels  set  the  Mi»sissi|»pi  Tigers  at  u.s.  Th<;re 
were  about  five  regiments  oi  tnem.  The  ivia- 
.sou  why  they  set  Ihwm  ut  us  was;  because, 
they  said,  that  their  Gen.  said,  "  that  Rous- 
seau and  his  regulars  hud  c  Mnf ,  and  they  were 
hell  in  ihrfif^Ut.'     But  they  iiood  no  light 

The  battle  ground  wa-t  a  vvrv  bad  one,  for 
it  was  kII  in  the  wooiU  unl  underbrush.  We 
could  hardly  s«;e  ihein,  only  ouce  in  a  while, 
when  tluy  came  near  us.  The  Ia>t  1  seen  of 
them  Was  when  th<'y  were  un  the  ruu,  as  fast 
as  they  could,  to  their  entnnchinents.  But 
they  found  their  mat  eh  there  too.  iieneral 
.Mit>:heU  look  pos:e.ssion  of  iheentien  hmenls 
and  tlity  put  for  it.  But  they  were  awfiiliy 
fooled  when  .Mitchell  fiied  upon  them.  They 
thought  it  was  their  own  men  an  I  '•  hoUored ' 
very  ininh,  and  inteinled  to  come  back  to  whio 
us.  But  weie  ulinosi  ihnnderstrnck  when 
they  saw  the  stars  and  strijics  before  them  and 
after  them.

A  well  authenticated  report  ha*  just  reach- 
ed here  that  the  Texan  fttrccs  2.000  strong, 
are  entrenching  themselves  at  Santa  Fe,  and 
that  ColoiH'l  Canby,  having  strengthened  his 
command  up  to  1,200,  is  flfiy  miles  south  of 
Santa  Fe.

\V A.SHI .voTO!»,  April  23. — Captain  Cutting,

He  states  that  Geueral  Reno  commanded 
the  national  forces  at  the  late  recosuoissance 
to  Elizabeth  City. 

Cajitain  Cutting  gives  the  following  par- 
ticulars of  the  affair: 

On  the  17th  inst.  General  Reno  left  New- 
bern  aud  proceeded  to  Roanoke  Island,  from 
which  place  he  took  about  two  thousand  men 
mid  proceeded  to  Klizabeth  City,  where  a 
strong  rebel  force  was  reported  to  be  en- 
trenching. 

On  Saturday  aa  advance  was  made  upon 
the  rel  els.  The  enemy  opened  fire  with  ar- 
tillery us  &OOU  as  oir  troops  made  their  ap- 
pearance, and  from  all  appearances  they 
thought  they  had  as  in  a  trap  «  f  our  own 
making.

NEWS   FROM    JfEXICO. 


Sandv  Hook,  April  22. — The  new  iron 
steamer  Ovieto,  built  for  war  purposes,  left 
Liverpool  for  Palermo.  It  is  believed  she 
goes  tu  Bermuda  for  armament,  aud  takes  Ibe 
Allairtiti  as  a  Soutkern  privateer.  The  sofaood- 
er  Sophia  ran  the  Charleston  blockade  and 
arrived  at  Liverpool  with  nine  hundred  bales 
of  cotton. 

London,  April  8. — In  ParliameBt  D'lsraeli 
made  an  attack  on  Gladstone's  fiuanicial  poli- 
cy aud  budget.
